Lock  Up  Your  Belongings  to  Curtail  Theft 


Thefts  of  personal  property  from  Univer- 
sity buildings  can  be  greatly  reduced  if 
members  of  the  staff,  and  students  too,  will 
take  greater  care  of  their  belongings,  says 
James  F.  Westhead,  safety  and  security 
officer. 

“Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  thefts  re- 
ported to  us  are  opportunistic”,  says  Tom 
Lawson,  assistant  safety  and  security  officer. 
“An  employee  leaves  her  purse  on  her  desk 
while  she  is  out  of  her  office.  Someone— 
often  an  outsider  wandering  through  the 
building— sees  the  purse  and  no  one  there 
and,  on  impulse,  steals  or  rifles  it.  If  the 
purse  were  left  in  the  drawer  of  desk, 
preferably  locked,  when  the  owner  is  absent 
even  for  only  a few  minutes,  the  possibility 
of  impulsive  theft  would  be  curtailed”. 

Mr.  Westhead  and  Mr.  Lawson  offer  these 
suggestions  to  members  of  the  staff: 


Hide  or  lock  up  personal  belongings,  such 
as  handbags  and  brief-cases,  whenever  you 
leave  your  office— or  take  them  with  you. 

Keep  wallets  and  loose  cash  on  your  per- 
son, not  in  a coat  hanging  on  a rack, 
especially  if  the  rack  is  in  a hallway  or  other 
place  accessible  to  passers-by.  One  employee 
lost  $350  which  was  stolen  from  his  coat 
left  on  a hook  in  a corridor. 

Lock  desks  and  rooms  while  you  are 
absent  for  any  length  of  time.  Although 
they  are  rarely  reported  to  the  Safety  and 
Security  Office,  thefts  of  pens  and  other 
small  items  from  open  desk  drawers  are  not 
uncommon.  Equipment  and,  occasionally, 
supplies  are  more  readily  stolen  from  an 
open  office  or  laboratory  than  from  one  that 
is  locked. 

Report  the  loss  of  any  article  without 
delay  to  the  University  Police  at  2323.

Faculty  Housing 


The  University  Housing  Service,  which 
operates  an  “off-campus”  housing  registry 
is  prepared  to  assist  faculty  members  and 
visiting  professors  in  locating  accommoda- 
tions. Mrs.  Mary  Jaffary  directs  the  Ser- 
vice, which  is  located  at  134  St.  George 
Street. 

To  facilitate  the  Service,  it  would  be 
helpful  if  faculty  and  staff  members  who  are 
going  away  on  leave  would  notify  the 
Housing  Service  of  accommodations  they 
are  vacating  or  are  willing  to  sub-let.  Simi- 
larly, if  the  Housing  Service  were  notified 


in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  new  staff,  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  locate  accommoda- 
tion for  selection.  As  the  Housing  Service 
can  enter  no  contractual  arrangement  with 
landlords  or  make  advance  reservations  it 
is  advisable  that  incoming  staff  be  prepared 
to  make  temporary  arrangements— at  hotels 
or  with  friends— until  they  can  find  the 
housing  they  require. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  newcomers  to  expect 
that  University  owned  or  operated  accom- 
modation will  be  available  immediately. 
The  rude  awakening  to  the  grim  realities  of 
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Toronto  housing  has  proved  frustrating  and 
discouraging  to  many  new  arrivals,  particu- 
larly those  from  abroad. 

The  housing  shortage  is  creating  grave 
problems  particularly  for  families  with 
children.  An  earnest  request  is  made  to  all 
householders  and  particularly,  in  this  publi- 
cation, to  University  personnel,  to  make 
available  to  the  Housing  Service,  listings  of 
rooms  and  flats  with  kitchen  facilities,  of 
apartments  and  houses,  which  could  appro- 
priately accommodate  staff  or  students. 


The  Housing  Service  operates  under  the 
University  policy  of  non-discrimination  as 
to  race,  colour  or  religion  and  no  listing 
will  be  accepted  unless  the  landlord  agrees 
to  that  policy.  If  landlords  so  wish  they  may 
restrict  their  accommodation  to  staff  only, 
or  to  graduate  students  or  to  families  with- 
out children,  but  the  listings  which  are 
open  to  everyone,  including  children,  at  a 
reasonable  rent,  and  within  a reasonable 
distance  from  the  University,  are  most 
welcome.

The  University  of  Toronto  Library  has  a 
complete  catalogue  of  the  Center’s  holdings 
and,  as  a matter  of  right,  may  borrow  for 
extended  terms,  individual  volumes  or  whole 
blocks  of  materials.
